To  preserve  the  family  atmosphere  and  to  ensure 
that  your  visit  is  safe,  enjoyable,  and  memorable,  please 
adhere  to  the  following  guidelines  of  behavior  in  the  ball¬ 
park.  •  The  following  items  are  prohibited  from  entering 
the  ballpark:  beach  balls  or  inflatable  objects  of  any  kind, 
alcoholic  beverages,  glass  bottles,  cans,  or  containers  of 
any  sort,  and  offensive  articles  or  objects.  No  banners  will 
be  allowed  into  the  ballpark  to  be  hung  or  paraded.  •  Any 
person  using  obscene  or  abusive  language  or  any  other 
antisocial  behavior  offensive  to  those  around  them  will  be 
asked  to  cease  this  conduct.  If  the  offensive  conduct  per¬ 
sists,  those  individuals  involved  will  be  subject  to  immedi¬ 
ate  ejection  from  the  ballpark.  •  Fans  are  permitted  to 
keep  foul  balls  hit  into  the  stands  as  souvenirs.

John  Harrington  joined  the  Red  Sox  in  1973  after  serving  as  controller  of  the 
American  League  of  Professional  Baseball  from  1970-73.  He  is  also  currently  the 
executive  director  and  trustee  of  the  Yawkey  Foundations,  which  support  numer¬ 
ous  humanitarian,  cultural,  educational  and  athletic  endeavors. 

Prior  to  entering  baseball  in  1970,  Harrington  was  an  assistant  professor  at  the 
Graduate  School  of  Management  at  Boston  College,  his  alma  mater,  where  he  con¬ 
ducted  courses  in  Managerial  Accounting  and  Management  Information  Systems. 

He  earned  his  Bachelors  degree  from  BC  in  1957  and  his  Masters  degree  in  Business  Administration  in 
1966,  while  also  being  licensed  as  a  certified  public  accountant  in  1966. 

A  commissioned  naval  officer  from  1958-60,  Harrington  was  aboard  the  USS  Charles  R.  Ware,  a 
Navy  Destroyer  that  travelled  extensively  throughout  the  world. 

Harrington  is  a  director  of  the  Shawmut  Bank  of  Boston  and  the  New  England  Sports  Network. 

He  is  also  affiliated  with  various  charities,  serving  as  trustee  of  the  Dana-Farber  Cancer  Institute 
and  a  director  of  Emmanuel  College  and  the  Catholic  Charitable  Bureau  of  Greater  Boston.  He  was 
the  recipient  of  the  William  McKenny  Award  from  BC  and  has  received  a  papal  appointment  as  a 
Knight  of  Malta. 

Harrington  and  his  wife,  Maureen,  reside  in  Westwood,  MA  and  have  three  children:  Brian,  Sean, 
and  a  married  daughter,  Debra  McNulty. 


HAYWOOD  SULLIVAN  GENERAL  PARTNER 

Haywood  Sullivan  is  a  Boston  baseball  success  story  —  a  reserve  catcher  who  rose 
from  the  dugout  to  team  ownership.  A  top  pro  prospect  in  both  football  and  base¬ 
ball,  Sullivan  signed  with  the  Red  Sox  on  June  15, 1952.  The  Sox  outbid  the  New 
York  Yankees,  among  other  teams,  for  Sullivan’s  services.  The  6-4, 210-pounder, 
plagued  by  chronic  back  problems,  played  in  only  60  games  over  parts  of  four  sea¬ 
sons  for  the  Sox  before  being  dealt  to  the  Kansas  City  A’s,  where  he  appeared  in 
252  games  from  1961-63  before  retiring  to  manage  in  the  minors.  Two  seasons 
later,  in  1965,  he  was  back  to  manage  the  A’s,  leaving  at  year’s  end  to  rejoin  the  Red  Sox  as  vice  presi¬ 
dent  in  charge  of  player  personnel.  Within  a  year,  on  the  heels  of  eight  sub-.500  seasons,  the  Red  Sox 
became  contenders.  And  so  they  have  remained  under  Sullivan’s  leadership. 

Sullivan  is  a  member  of  Major  League  Baseball’s  Budget  and  Audit  Committee,  Umpire 
Development  and  Baseball’s  Restructuring  Committee  and  Commissioner  Search  Committee.  He  was 
elected  in  1988  to  a  four-year  term  on  the  Major  League  Executive  Council  and  remains  in  an  ex  officio 
position,  and  is  a  trustee  of  the  Jimmy  Fund. 


LOU  GORMAN  GENERAL  MANAGER 

Ixiu  Gorman  is  running  the  Sox’  baseball  operations  for  the  10th  year.  He  handles 
all  matters  relating  to  the  operation  of  the  major  league  club  on  the  field,  and  holds 
the  overall  responsibility  for  the  procurement  and  development  of  talent. 

Coming  to  Boston  was  a  return  to  his  roots  for  Gorman,  who  grew  up  in 
Providence,  Rhode  Island.  Lou  graduated  from  LaSalle  Academy  in  Providence  and 
Stonehill  College  in  North  Easton,  Massachusetts. 

He  began  his  major  league  career  as  the  assistant  farm  and  scouting  director 
for  the  Baltimore  Orioles,  after  having  served  in  the  minors  as  general  manager  at  Lakeland,  in  the 
Florida  State  League  and  Kinston,  NC,  in  the  Carolina  League.  In  1985,  he  was  inducted  into  the 
Kinston  Sports  Hall  of  Fame. 

Lou  serves  on  the  Major  League  Amateur  Study  Committee,  the  Major  League  College  and  High 
School  Committee,  and  is  a  member  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Major  League  Scouting  Bureau.  He 
is  also  on  the  board  of  visitors  of  Massachusetts  Maritime  Academy,  and  the  Science/Management 
Council  at  Bridgewater  State  College.  _

Baseball  talk  often  turns  to  the  subject  of  pitching  perfection. 

When  discussed  in  Boston  after  the  turn  of  the  century,  talk  centered 
on  that  first  decade’s  best:  they  called  him  Cyclone,  or  Cy  for  short. 

By  the  end  of  his  reign,  followers  of  the  Olde  Towne  Team  turned  their 
affections  to  the  accomplishments  of  a  youngster  named  Smokey  Joe  and 
then,  in  the  teens,  to  those  of  one  called  the  Babe. 

In  the  ’30s,  despite  mediocre  teams,  loyal  locals  could  still  gloat 
whenever  the  crafty  veteran  known  as  Lefty  ascended  Fenway’s  mound. 
And  pre-  and  post-World  War  II  cheers  would  resonate  up  and  down  Back 
Bay  for  two  hurlers  with  the  decidedly  non-Brahmin  names  of  Tex  and  Mel. 

During  the  ’60s  and  ’70s,  Red  Sox  pitching  aficionados  were  going 
manic  for  Monbo,  ga-ga  for  Gentleman  Jim,  and  loco  for  El  Tiante. 

Nine  big-time  pitchers  with  nine  intriguing  monikers. 

And  then  there  were  10.  They  call  this  one  Rocket  Man. 


ould  it  be  a  decade?  Could  it  pos¬ 
sibly  be  that  long  since  a  raw- 
boned  young  Texan  first  took  the 
mound  at  Fenway  Park  and  threw  fast- 
balls  with  a  velocity  and  precision  that 
had  never,  ever  been  seen  in  these  parts  before? 

It’s  true.  Thirty-year-old  Roger  Clemens,  a.k.a  the 
Rocket  Man,  is  now  the  Red  Sox’  senior  player  in 
years  of  service.  What’s  more,  he  is  the  senior  mem¬ 
ber  on  the  roster  of  the  10  all-time  Red  Sox  starting 
pitchers  (see  profiles).  Roger’s  10  seasons  in  Boston 
rank  as  more  years  than  Cy  Young,  Smokey  Joe 
Wood,  Babe  Ruth,  Lefty  Grove,  Tex  Hughson,  Bill 
Monbouquette,  Gentleman  Jim  Lonborg,  or  Luis  Tiant 
spent  with  the  club,  and  just  as  many  as  Mel  Parnell. 
And  he’s  now  either  surpassed  or  is  in  sight  of  most  of 
this  illustrious  staffs  individual  club  records. 

When  Clemens  first  appeared  on  the  Fenway  scene, 
franchise  pitching  prowess  was  at  a  low  ebb.  The 
perennial  cliche:  the  Sox  were  an  all-hit/no-pitch  outfit. 


During  the  late  70s,  the  awesome  offense 
of  stars  such  as  Dwight  Evans,  Jim  Rice  and 
Fred  Lynn  had  indeed  eclipsed  the  under- 
appreciated  accomplishments  of  starting  pitchers  such 
as  Mike  Torrez,  Dennis  Eckersley  and  Bob  Stanley.  In 
the  early  ’80s,  the  gap  between  pitching  and  power 
had  widened.  The  homers  kept  coming,  but  a  dearth 
of  front-line  hurlers  plummeted  Sox  pitching  fortunes 
into  an  ERA  netherworld. 

Until  1984. 

That  was  the  year  four  upstarts — all  aged  25-26 — 
began  to  congeal  as  the  nucleus  of  a  formidable  rota¬ 
tion.  Bruce  Hurst,  Bob  Ojeda,  Dennis  Boyd  and  A1 
Nipper  each  posted  double-digit  win  totals.  Yet,  some¬ 
thing  was  missing.  This  was  a  stacked  deck,  but  one 
in  need  of  an  ace. 

On  May  11,  21-year-old  rookie  Clemens  was  sum¬ 
moned  from  Pawtucket  to  fill  out  the  rotation.  By 
August  31,  when  his  season  was  shut  down  by  an 
injury,  he  had  won  nine  games  and  a  Pitcher  of  the

In  March  1901  Charles  Somers,  founder  of  Boston’s  brand-new  American 
League  franchise,  then  known  as  the  Pilgrims,  faced  stiff  competition  from 
the  crosstown  National  League  Beaneaters  for  the  hearts  of  Boston’s 
baseball  fans.  Somers  got  his  headline  attraction  by  purchasing,  from  the 
St.  Louis  Nationals,  Denton  True  “Cyclone”  Young. 

Young  had  pitched  well  over  300  innings  in  every  season  since  his  rookie 
1890  campaign,  and  had  failed  to  win  20  Or  more  games  only  twice.  He  was 
the  biggest  box  office  pitcher  in  the  game. 

Cy  compiled  a  33-10  record  with  a  miniscule  1.62  ERA  in  his  Boston 
debut,  followed  in  1902  by  a  32-11,  2.15  record.  In  1903,  he  went  28-9, 
2.08  and  beat  Pittsburgh  twice  in  the  first  ever  World  Series.  In  1904,  at  the 
age  of  37,  Young  pitched  a  still-standing  record  25.1  consecutive  hitless 
innings,  a  streak  which  included  a  perfect  game  on  May  5. 

In  23  years  (eight  in  Boston)  on  the  mound,  Young  won  511  games,  more 
than  any  other  pitcher  in  history.  He  still  holds  the  club  record  for  wins, 
complete  games,  innings  pitched,  shutouts  and  starts.  In  1936  he  was  one 
of  the  first  five  players  elected  to  the  Hall  of  Fame.  Twenty  years,  later,  his 
name  was  given  to  baseball’s  most  prestigious  pitching  award. 
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Month  performance  for  August  when  he  went  4-0  with 
a  2.89  ERA  and  52  Ks  in  44  innings.  After  blowing  away 
15  Kansas  City  Royals  (with  no  walks)  on  August  21, 
the  American  League  knew  a  winning  hand  was  being 
dealt  to  the  Sox. 

“Everybody  thought  that  Roger  had  a  pretty  good 
arm,”  recalls  Bill  Fischer,  who  became  the  pitching 
coach  in  1985,  the  year  following  Clemens’  debut  as  a 
non-roster  invitee  to  spring  training.  “But  nobody  pre¬ 
dicted  he’d  be  what  he  is  today.” 

Everyone  could  be  forgiven.  What  eye  was  pene¬ 
trating  enough,  what  scouting  report  insightful 
enough  to  measure  the  fire  in  Clemens’  heart  or  the 
instinct  in  his  gut? 

“A  lot  of  guys  are  just  throwers  early  in  their 
careers,”  notes  current  Sox  pitching  coach  Rich  Gale, 
who  was  Clemens’  teammate  in  ’84.  “But  Roger  was 
already  a  pitcher  when  he  came  out  of  college.  And  he 
was  already  a  pitcher  who  could  also  throw  extremely 
well — that’s  the  key.  He  had  this  tremendous  physical 


talent  but  he  also  had  a  real  idea  of  how  to  pitch.” 

The  following  season,  that  “pretty  good  arm”  devel¬ 
oped  a  problem.  Throughout  early  to  mid-1985, 
Clemens  was  troubled  by  shoulder  soreness.  But  until 
he  was  finally  unable  to  make  a  scheduled  start  in 
mid-August  he  had — as  would  become  typical 
throughout  his  big  league  career — pitched  through

Joe  Wood  made  his  professional  pitching  debut  in  1906  impersonating  a 
woman  on  a  barnstorming  team  known  as  the  “Bloomer  Girls.”  Boston  bought 
the  phenom  from  Kansas  City  of  the  American  Association  late  in  the  1908 
season.  A  pure  power  pitcher — “I  had  a  terrific  fastball  with  a  hop  on  it,"  he 
recounted  decades  later — Wood  steadily  improved  until  1912,  when  he  won 
34  games  (an  all-time  club  record),  losing  only  five  to  accompany  a  1.91  ERA. 

During  one  stretch  that  season,  he  won  16  straight.  The  14th  in  the  string, 
a  1-0  defeat  of  Walter  Johnson  at  Fenway  September  6,  is  one  of  the  most  cel¬ 
ebrated  games  of  all  time.  Before  the  match-up,  a  reporter  asked  Johnson  if 
he  was  faster  than  Wood.  “Can  I  throw  harder  than  Joe  Wood?”  replied  the 
man  who  held  the  major  league  lifetime  strikeout  record  until  Nolan  Ryan 
edged  him.  “Listen,  my  friend,  there's  no  man  alive  who  can  throw  harder  than 
Smokey  Joe  Wood.”  Wood  went  on  to  beat  the  New  York  Giants  three  times  in 
the  1912  Series  to  lead  the  Sox  to  their  second  World  Championship. 

Wood  flashed  across  the  baseball  sky  like  a  meteorite.  Six  months  after  the 
1912  Series,  at  spring  training  in  Hot  Springs,  Arkansas,  he  slipped  while  field¬ 
ing  a  bunt  on  wet  grass  and  broke  his  right  thumb.  The  injury  somehow  led  to 
damage  in  his  shoulder  and  he  lost  the  steam  off  his  fastball.  Still,  he  won  15 
games  for  the  Sox’  1915  World  Champs,  leading  the  league  with  a  1.49  ERA, 
before  finishing  his  career  with  seven  years  of  outfield  play  for  Cleveland. 
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the  pain.  This  time,  he  would  go  under  the 
knife.  It  was  a  traumatic  experience  for  the 
youngster  as  he  contemplated  the  possibility 
that  his  career  might  be  over. 

Others  in  baseball  may  have  underestimated  him 
before,  and  some  have  since,  but  it  was  perhaps  the 
only  occasion  on  which  a  despondent  Clemens  under¬ 
estimated  himself. 

On  August  30,  Dr.  James  Andrews  performed 
arthroscopic  surgery  on  Clemens’  rotator  cuff  and  pre¬ 
scribed  a  strict  rehabilitation  program.  The  pitcher 
tackled  the  challenge  as  if  he  were  to  soon  be 
matched  against  Cy  Young  himself  in  a  Game  7  duel. 
Supplementing  Andrews’  recommendations  with  his 
own  battery  of  exercises  and  grueling  running  rou¬ 
tines  designed  to  keep  the  rest  of  his  body  in  shape, 
Clemens  fought  his  way  back. 

By  the  time  spring  training  of  1986  had  arrived,  he 
was  prepared  for  anything — even  the  eventuality  that 
his  best  fastball  may  be  gone  forever.  A  forkball  was 


added  to  his  repertoire,  as  well  as  a  four-seam 
heater — one  that  made  his  smoke  rise.  Any 
lingering  doubts  about  a  successful  rehab 
were  dispelled  as  Clemens  struck  out  nine  Detroit 
Tigers  in  seven  innings  in  his  last  spring  start.  Roger 
was  ready. 

“That  injury  was  my  initiation  fee  into  the  major 
leagues,”  he  says  now.  “It  taught  me  how  to  work.” 

Anyone  who  wishes  to  fully  understand  Roger 
Clemens  should  read  that  last  quote  again:  Realize, 
before  anything  else,  that  Roger  Clemens  was  made — 
self- made — not  born. 

Other  pitchers  have  been  blessed  with  outstanding 
physical  gifts,  but  few  have  maximized  them  the  way 
Clemens  has.  Intense  conditioning  is  a  daily  devotion 
during  the  off-season  as  well  as  between  starts.  At 
home  in  Houston,  days  from  October  through  January 
are  filled  with  weightlifting,  martial  arts  and  those 
trademark  running  regimens.  Arriving  annually  at 
spring  training  in  optimized  condition,  Roger  adheres

As  a  baseball  hitting  legend,  George  Herman  Ruth  needs  no  introduction.  Yet 
while  many  realize  the  Babe  began  his  career  as  a  pitcher,  few  realize  his 
impact  on  that  position. 

Sox  owner  Joe  Lannin  bought  the  19  year-old  southpaw,  pitcher  Ernie 
Shore  and  catcher  Ben  Egam  from  the  Baltimore  Orioles  of  the  International 
League  for  $8,000  in  July  of  1914.  Ruth  paid  immediate  dividends  as  he  won 
18  in  1915  and  23  in  1916  (a  year  in  which  his  1.75  ERA  led  the  league)  to 
help  lead  a  vaunted  Boston  staff  to  back-to-back  World  Series  Champi¬ 
onships.  After  going  24-13,  2.01  in  1917,  Ruth  contributed  13  wins  to  the 
1918  World  Champs  despite  transitioning  mid-season  to  a  full-time  player. 
Eighteen  of  his  19  starts  were  complete  games,  while  his  11  home  runs  led 
the  majors. 

In  the  1916  and  1918  World  Series,  he  was  a  combined  3-0  with  a  0.87 
ERA.  His  record  of  29.2  Series  shutout  innings  stood  until  the  early  '60s. 
Needless  to  say,  Ruth's  record  batting  as  a  pitcher  is  the  best  in  baseball 
history:  in  490  at  bats,  he  hit  .304  with  15  homers  and  73  RBI. 

“He  could  fire  the  ball  as  hard  as  anyone,”  said  Ernie  Shore  in  the  ’60s. 
“If  he  hadn’t  got  to  the  Hall  of  Fame  with  his  bat,  he  would  have  made  it  by 
his  pitching.  You  can  be  sure  of  that.”

to  a  solitary,  self-imposed  main¬ 
tenance  program  for  the  next 
eight  months. 

“I  think  the  thing  I  most 
admire  about  Clemens  is  his 
work  ethic,”  states  Jim  Lon- 
borg.  “There  are  many  athletes 
who  are  very  gifted.  Roger  is 
not  only  gifted,  but  he  has 
tremendous  discipline.  That  will 
take  him  a  level  above.” 

Baseball  people  refer  to  it  as 
a  player’s  “make-up.”  But  to 
Clemens,  being  the  complete  pitching  machine  tran¬ 
scends  countless  wind  sprints  and  hours  of  work  on 
the  weight  machines.  The  mental  game  of  baseball  is 
embraced  with  equal  ardor. 

“I  don’t  understand  some  of  the  young  guys  today,” 
he  offers,  sounding  like  a  throwback  to  another  era  of 
the  game.  “You’d  think  they’d  want  to  soak  up  as 


much  knowledge  from  us  veter¬ 
ans  as  they  could.  I  remember 
when  Tom  Seaver  played  with 
us,  I’d  talk  to  him  in  the  club¬ 
house  all  the  time.  He’d  been 
down  the  road  I  wanted  to  go. 
When  he  talked,  I  was  like  a 
sponge.” 

Clemens  opened  the  1986 
campaign — the  year  Seaver 
spent  with  the  Sox — with  14 
straight  victories.  He  finished 
24-4,  including  an  April  29  win 
in  a  game  for  the  ages  over  the  Seattle  Mariners  in 
which  he  struck  out  a  major  league  record  20  batters 
(again,  no  walks).  Even  that  performance  took  uncom¬ 
mon  moxie. 

“Actually,  I  had  a  brutal  headache  before  that 
game,”  Clemens  remembers.  “I  didn’t  think  I’d  make 
it  through  the  first  inning.”

Robert  Moses  Grove,  at  age  33,  was  the  dominant  pitcher  in 
baseball  when  new  Red  Sox  owner  Tom  YaWk'ey  purchased  his 
contract  from  the  Philadelphia  Athletics  in  becember  1932. 

For  the  slugging  A’s  he  had  won  20  or  more  games  in  each  of  the 
previous  seven  seasons,  and  had  led  the  league  in  ERA  in  four  of  tht 
previous  five  years. 

Grove  possessed  two  major  assets.  First,  no  one  could  touch  his 
fastball,  not  even  Babe  Ruth,  Lou  Gehrig  and  Bob  Meusel,  whom  in 
1928  Grove  struck  out  on  nine  pitches — twice!  No  other  pitcher  ever  did 
it  even  once. 

In  his  first  season  with  the  Sox,  Grove  came  down  with  an  arm  injury 
and  lost  his  heater.  But  Lefty  had  his  second  asset  to  fall  back  on: 
a  tremendous  competitive  drive,  which  he  applied  to  manufacture  an 
astounding  comeback.  In  the  1934-35  off-season  Grove  taught  himself 
how  to  throw  a  curve,  which  helped  him  return  to  win  20  and  lead 
the  league  with  a  2.70  ERA.  Grove  went  on  to  capture  ERA  titles 
an  additional  three  times  for  the  Red  Sox.  His  last  Sox  win  was  his 
career  300th,  in  1941.  Grove  was  elected  to  the  Hall  of  Fame  in  1947.

By  the  time  the  ninth  rolled  around,  howev¬ 
er,  it  was  the  Mariners  who  were  having 
migraines.  Clemens’  dugout  mates,  led  by 
good  buddy  Hurst,  were  chanting,  “one,  two,  three, 
blast  off’  in  rhythm  to  his  pitching  motion;  that,  in 
fact,  is  how  the  Rocket  Man’s  nickname  was  launched. 

The  Sox  went  on  to  the  World  Series,  where 
Clemens  started  twice  but  received  no  decisions.  A 
clean  sweep  of  the  season’s  spoils  followed  as  he 
became  the  first  pitcher  in  history  to  be  named  MVP 
of  the  All  Star  Game,  Cy  Young  Award  winner,  and 
league  MVP  in  the  same  year. 

The  list  of  career  achievements  has  continued  to 
astonish  (see  charts  on  pages  59,  62):  Top  six  finishes 
in  the  Cy  Young  Award  voting  a  half-dozen  times,  win¬ 
ning  three;  winning  on  three  occasions  20  or  more 
games;  American  League  champ  in  ERA  four  times,  in 
strikeouts  twice,  and  in  shutouts  five  times.  And  so  on. 

Then  there  are  the  individual  moments  which  stand 
out  crystal  clear  in  the  memories  of  Red  Sox  fans. 


There  is  the  1986  All-Star  Game  in  which 
Clemens,  as  the  starter,  hurled  three  perfect 
innings  on  only  25  pitches,  21  for  strikes.  The 
final  game  of  the  1987  season  when  Roger,  needing 
the  victory  for  back-to-back  20-win  seasons,  threw  a 
2-hit,  12-strikeout  shutout  in  the  rain  to  beat  the  Mil¬ 
waukee  Brewers,  4-0.  The  16-strikeout,  complete- 
game  victory  over  the  Kansas  City  Royals  on  July  15, 
1988,  manager  Joe  Morgan’s  first  game  at  the  helm,  to 
launch  what  would  be  known  as  Morgan’s  Magic. 
Clemens’  triumphant  return  from  shoulder  woes  on 
September  29,  1990  during  a  tight  pennant  race  to 
shut  down  the  rival  Toronto  Blue  Jays  for  six  innings 
on  four  hits — a  game  which  the  Sox  won,  7-5. 

What  drives  the  man  now,  a  decade  into  his  career? 

Perhaps  the  area  of  the  Clemens  psyche  most  diffi¬ 
cult  to  quantify  is  his  capacity  for  myopic  concentra¬ 
tion.  It  is  said  that  had  Clemens  been  scheduled  to 
pitch  in  San  Francisco  the  day  of  the  1989  earthquake, 
he  might  not  have  noticed. 
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Cecil  Hughson  was  the  first  pitching  ace  to  be  signed  by  the  Red  Sox  out  of 
the  University  of  Texas.  A  hard-throwing  righty  with  no  curve  whatsoever,  Tex 
had  outstanding  control.  “Not  to  pop  off,”  he  said  last  winter  from  his  home 
in  San  Marcos,  Texas,  “but  I  could  throw  with  the  top  five  pitchers  in  the 
game  as  far  as  speed  was  concerned.  Buti  was  primarily  a  control  pitcher/ 

I  could  throw  strikes.” 

Hughson  led  the  A.L.  in  wins  (22)  and  strikeouts  (113)  in  1942,  becoming 
the  only  Red  Sox  strikeout  champion  between  Cy  Young  (1901)  and  Jim 
Lonborg  (1967).  In  1944,  he  won  18  games  with  a  2.26  ERA,  the  lowest 
Red  Sox  starter  ERA  mark  between  Bullet  Joe  Bush’s  2.11  (1918)  and  Luis 
Tiant’s  1.91  (1972). 

Hughson, ’s  top  season  was  1946  when,  coming  back  after  a  year  in  the 
Army,  he  paced  the  Sox  to  the  pennant  with  a  20-11,  2.75  ERA  record.  As  the 
staff  stopper  in  ’46,  Tex  consistently  halted  Sox  losing  streaks  with  clutch 
wins  while  getting  little  run  support.  On  September  13,  1946  he  clinched  the 
pennant  by  beating  Cleveland  1-0  on  Ted  Williams’  inside-the-park  home  run. 

In  1947,  Hughson  developed  pitching  arm  circulation  problems  which  dete¬ 
riorated  into  a  couple  of  bouts  of  elbow  surgery,  and  he  closed  out  his  Sox 
career  in  1949.

Clemens’  face  tightens  and  his  eyes  focus  like  riv¬ 
ets  in  a  steel  girder  when  discussing  the  ability  to  van¬ 
quish  virtually  any  distraction  the  moment  his  toe 
meets  the  rubber. 

“When  I’m  between  the  white  lines,  I’d  knock  my 
brother  down  if  I  had  to,”  he  says  non-hyperbolically. 
“If  I  get  my  lunch  when  I  pitch,  I  don’t  want  to  feel  it’s 
because  I  cheated  myself.  I  do  my  running;  I  do  my 
lifting;  I  do  my  mental  preparation.  If  a  batter  beats  me 
physically,  then  I’ll  beat  him  mentally.  If  he  beats  me 
mentally,  I’ll  beat  him  emotionally.  I  do  whatever  it 
takes  to  win  that  day — I  just  don’t  want  a  bad  perfor¬ 
mance  to  be  caused  by  anything  external.” 

As  for  team  dedication,  current  Sox  manager  Butch 
Hobson  cites  an  extraordinary  example  from  1992: 

After  dislocating  a  finger  in  the  season  opener  in 
New  York,  Clemens  was  sent  home  to  Boston  for 
medical  attention  and  was  expected  to  stay  put  until 
Fenway’s  opening  game.  Three  days  later  in  Cleveland 
the  Sox  were  battling  the  Indians  in  an  interminable 


Mel  Parnell,  the  Red  Sox’  winningest  lefty  of  all  time,  came  up  to  the  club 
from  Louisville  in  1947.  Mel  was  neither  a  flamethrower  nor  a  control  artist, 
but  rather  a  junkballer  who  mixed  his  medium  speed  fast  ball  with  a  curve,  a 
sinker  and  a  slider,  his  best  pitch.  His  slider  broke  preternaturally  hard 
because  the  ring  finger  on  his  left  hand  had  been  broken  by  a  pitch  in  the 
minors  and  healed  crooked.  Or  so  it  was  reported  in  the  press.  Actually,  the 
reports  were  a  scam  planted  by  Boston  writers  with  Parnell’s  connivance. 
“Aww,  that  was  just  a  psychology  thing  to  use  on  the  hitters,”  Parnell  admits 
46  years  later. 

The  combination  of  talent  and  psychology  worked.  Parnell  won  25  games 
(a  club  record  for  southpaws)  in  1949,  led  the  league  with  a  2.77  ERA  and 
started  the  All-Star  game.  He  won  18  in  both  1950  and  ’51  and  in  1953 
notched  a  21-8  mark.  Then  in  1954,  Maury  McDermott,  a  former  Sox  pitcher 
who  had  been  Parnell’s  roommate  from  1948  through  1953  when  he  was 
traded  to  Washington,  hit  Parnell  with  a  pitch  and  shattered  his  left  elbow. 
Parnell  attempted  a  comeback,  but  he  was  never  really  the  same.  An  excep¬ 
tion  was  July  14,  1956  when,  at  the  age  of  34,  Parnell  threw  a  no-hitter 
against  the  White  Sox  at  Fenway  Park.  Shortly  thereafter,  he  tore  a  muscle  in 
his  left  elbow  and  his  playing  days  were  over. 
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extra-inning  contest.  Hobson,  who  had  just 
called  erstwhile  starter  Mike  Gardiner  in  from 
the  bullpen,  started  pondering  who  he  had  left 
to  toss  the  second  game  of  the  following  day’s  double- 
header.  About  this  time,  the  clubhouse  phone  rang.  It 
was  Roger,  calling  from  Boston  to  volunteer  for  the 
assignment. 

Cleveland?  In  April?  Volunteer?  Who  else  would 
willingly  ante  up  for  this  duty? 

“That  tells  you  right  there  just  what  sort  of  a  team 
man  and  competitor  Roger  is,”  states  Hobson.  “Some 
people  don’t  realize  that  quality  about  him.” 

The  Rocket  flew  into  Cleveland  the  next  morning 
and  threw  a  vintage  Clemens  two-hit,  12-strikeout 
shutout  that  afternoon. 

Underlying  the  team  dedication  is  an  old-fashioned 
commitment  to  his  fans:  “Families  from  Maine  or 
Rhode  Island  look  at  our  game  schedule  to  figure  out 
when  I’m  pitching.  If  they  drive  all  that  way  and  I  let 
them  down,  well,  I  just  can’t  live  with  that.” 


All  the  accomplishments  beg  the  question: 
What  does  the  future  hold  for  the  man  Sox 
general  manager  Lou  Gorman  unapologetical- 
ly  calls  “one  of  the  outstanding  pitchers  in  the  game, 
maybe  in  the  history  of  the  game?” 

Cooperstown  is  one  seemingly  obvious  answer. 

Clemens’  statistics  bear  a  striking  similarity  to 
those  of  recent  inductees  Jim  Palmer  and  Tom  Seaver 
through  their  first  nine  seasons:

“Roger  is  probably  the  only  pitcher  in  baseball  with 
a  chance  to  win  30  games,”  reasons  Fischer.  “He 
could  win  the  Cy  Young  another  eight  times!” 

No  pitcher  who  has  won  a  “mere”  three  Cy  Young 
Awards  is  not  in  the  Hall  of  Fame.  But  Clemens  has 
grown  beyond  the  point  of  being  impressed  by  his 
own  statistics  and  honors.

Bill  Monbouquette,  a  righthander  from  Medford,  Massachusetts,  came  up  to 
Fenway  in  1958  just  as  the  club  was  heading  south  in  the  standings.  He  soon 
began  posting  winning  records  in  double  digits:  quite  an  achievement  for  Red 
Sox  hurlers  of  that  period. 

A  hard  thrower,  on  May  12,  1961  Monbo  fanned  17  Washington  Senators, 
a  Sox  single-game  strikeout  record  that  bettered  Smokey  Joe  Wood’s  mark  of 
15  set  in  1911  and  lasted  until  Roger  Clemens  shattered  the  Major  League 
record  with  20  Ks  in  1986.  On  August  1  of  the  following  season,  Monbou¬ 
quette  threw  a  no-hitter  against  the  White  Sox,  narrowly  missing  a  perfect 
game  by  one  second-inning  walk.  In  1963  he  had  his  best  year,  going  20-10 
for  a  Sox  team  that  finished  in  seventh,  28  games  back.  It  was  the  only  Red 
Sox  20-win  season  between  Mel  Parnell’s  in  1954  and  Jim  Lonborg’s  in  1967- 

An  often  overlooked  measure  of  a  pitcher’s  true  value  is  his  winning  per¬ 
centage  compared  to  that  of  the  team.  During  Monbo’s  career,  the  Sox 
played  .458  ball.  His  personal  mark  of  .513  illustrates  the  hurler’s  talent. 
Monbouquette  was  traded  to  Detroit  after  the  ’65  season. 
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“Those  things  are  helping  me  get  one  or  two  steps 
closer  to  the  Hall,”  he  acknowledges,  “but  they  aren’t 
helping  me  at  all  towards  a  World  Championship.” 

A  World  Series  ring  is  his  singular  goal  these  days, 
even  to  the  point  of  hinting  at  retirement  if  and  when 
he  gets  to  don  one.  Clemens  claims  he  doesn’t  want  to 
stay  in  the  game  as  long  as  his  friend  Nolan  Ryan,  who 
will  retire  after  this  season  at  age  46. 

He  sorely  misses  the  family  time  with  his  sons, 
Koby  and  Kory,  the  days  stolen  from  him  by  baseball’s 
laborious  schedule.  The  boys  are  school  age  now  and, 
laments  Dad,  “We  won’t  be  able  to  take  them  around 
the  cities  with  me  like  we  used  to.  And  that’s  going  to 
be  extremely  tough. 

“When  you  leave  home  to  go  on  a  road  trip,  it’s 
hard  to  see  your  five-year-old  holding  back  tears 
because  he  doesn’t  know  when  his  daddy’s  coming 
back.  I  tell  him  I’ll  only  be  gone  three  weeks.  He 
thinks  three  weeks  is  a  year;  at  that  age  he  doesn’t 
know  the  difference.” 


“Looking  at  all  that,”  he  concludes,  “the  year  2000 
is  kinda  when  I’d  like  to  wind  down  my  career.” 

At  the  millennium,  Clemens  will  be  a  ripe  old  38. 
But  Bill  Fischer  seems  skeptical  about  the  deadline. 
‘The  more  games  he  wins,  the  longer  he’s  going  to 
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If  ever  a  single  pitcher’s  season  could  be  said  to  have  turned  a  whole  fran¬ 
chise  around,  it  was  Jim  Lonborg’s  1967  campaign.  The  tall  righty  had  been 
called  up  to  the  Sox  in  1965  at  the  age  of  25,  and  went  9-17  as  his  team 
lost  100  games  for  the  first  time  since  1932.  The  following  year,  Lonborg 
improved  to  10-10  and  the  Sox  lost  “only”  90  games.  Then,  in  1967,  Lonborg 
went  22-9  with  a  3.16  ERA  and  the  Impossible  Dream  materialized  into  an 
American  League  pennant. 

What  accounted  for  Lonborg’s  uncanny  improvement?  Legend  has  it  that 
Sox  pitching  coach,  Sal  “The  Barber”  Maglie,  taught  Gentleman  Jim  the  art  of 
coming  inside  on  hitters  in  1967.  He  learned  his  lesson  well.  As  Lonborg’s  hit 
batter  total  soared,  so  did  his  strikeouts.  Expecting  chin  music,  enemy  bat¬ 
ters  bailed  out  as  Lonborg’s  fastball  nipped  the  black.  His  246  strikeouts  led 
the  league. 

Lonborg  shut  down  the  Minnesota  Twins  on  the  final  day  of  the  season, 
a  victory  which  determined  the  pennant.  He  went  on  to  win  two  World 
Series  games  against  the  Cardinals,  including  a  one-hit  masterpiece 
in  Game  2. 

A  skiing  accident  in  the  winter  of  1967-68  wrecked  Lonborg's 
knee  and  curtailed  his  budding  Sox  career.  He  rebounded  to  win  in 
double  digits  six  more  times,  all  but  one  of  those  with  other  teams. 


pitch.  I  know  them  guys.  When  they  get  old,  they  get 
greedy.  They  want  to  win  as  many  games  as  they  can.” 

“There’s  a  lot  of  ifs,  ands,  and  buts,”  admits 
Clemens.  “If  I  get  close  to  retirement  day  and  it  looks 
like  I’m  close  to  300  wins... or  the  team  is  close  to  a 
World  Championship... and  I  can  be  the  third,  fourth 
or  fifth  starter... I’d  like  to  hang  out  a  couple  more 
years,  maybe  until  that  new  phenom  we’ve  been  wait¬ 
ing  on  shows  up.” 

Roger’s  contract  was  recently  extended  by  the  Red 
Sox  through  the  1996  season.  But  if  he’s  waiting  for 
another  one  like  himself  to  come  down  the  pike,  he’d 
better  sign  a  long,  long- term  extension.  “Those  guys,” 
says  Fischer,  “come  around  once  in  a  lifetime.” 

Yes,  it  has  been  that  long — the  10th  Roger 
Clemens  season  is  here.  For  fans  who  admire  pitch¬ 
ing  perfection,  the  only  thing  better  than  looking  back 
to  relish  the  memories  is,  perhaps,  to  anticipate  the 
possibility  of  yet  another  decade  of  performance  from 
the  Rocket  Man.

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Luis  Clemente  Tiant  began  his  career  with  Cleveland  where,  in  1968,  he  won 
21  games  while  leading  the  league  with  a  microscopic  1.60  ERA.  The  next 
season,  the  Cuban-born  righty  suffered  arm  troubles,  and  his  winning  days 
seemed  over.  In  1971  the  Sox  decided  to  give  him  a  shot,  and  he  suffered 
through  a  1-7  record.  But  in  1972,  tie  rewarded  the  club's  confidence  by  win¬ 
ning  15  games  and  leading  the  league  again  with  a  1.91  ERA.  He  went  on  to 
win  20  or  more  games  for  the  Sox  in  '73,  '74,  and  '76. 

On  the  mound  he  was  a  sight  to  behold:  half  whirling  dervish  and  half  bal¬ 
let  prima  donna,  throwing  an  apparently  limitless  variety  of  pitches  at 
every  possible  speed  from  all  points  of  the  compass.  For  eight  years 
Tiant  bewildered  batters  with  his  repertoire  and  for  eight  years  Fenway 
Park  echoed  to  the  roar  of  “Looo-eee!  Looo-eee!" 

After  winning  18  games  during  the  regular  season,  Tiant  set  the 
tone  for  an  ALCS  sweep  by  pitching  a  complete-game  victory  in  Game 
One  vs.  Oakland.  He  started  the  World  Series  off  in  similar  fashion,  shutting 
out  the  Cincinnati  Reds  in  Game  One  at  Fenway.  In  Game  4,  Luis  demonstrat¬ 
ed  his  true  grit  by  tossing  163  pitches,  mystifying  the  Reds.  He  returned  six 
days  later  as  the  starter  in  the  legendary  Game  6,  lasting  seven  innings. 

Tiant  went  on  to  pitch  for  three  additional  teams  before  retiring. 
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The  same  is  true
